Such was the cruel taunt of Christ’s perse- 


~ eutors. The one who had stirred the nation 


as ithad never been stirred before, who 
spake as never man spake, is now nailed 
to the tree; His enemies have Him at last in 
their power. They feel that Christ is con- 
quered, that His claim to being the Son of 
God is shown to be most absurd, and they 
give vent to their feelings of heartfelt satis- 
faction derisive shouts and insulting 
taunts. “If you are the .Son of God, save 
yourself now; you saved others, yourself 
you cannot save.” The taunt meant that 
Christ was helpless and could do noth- 


_ ing. In the intent in which the words were 
_ uttered they were false, but as a matter of 


fact, the words themselves were true. Un- 
wittingly Christ’s revilers ge ve expression 
to a great and precious truth. ‘They meant 
to bear testimony against him but in fact 
sey could give no higher testimony in his 


vor. 

*‘He ‘saved others; himself He cannot 
save.’”’ In oue sense, Christ could have saved 
himself. All power was given Him in 
heaven and in earth. Twelve legions of 
angels would have answered His call. “My 
kingdom,” said He to Pilate, “is not of this 
world; if my kingdom were of this world 
fight, that I should 
delivered to the Jews, but now is my 
kingdom not from hence,” 

There is another sense, however, in which 
Christ could not save himself. If He saved 
others, Himself He could not save. If He 
consulted His own ease and comfort, and 
looked not beyond that, others would be 
lost. If He would savethe millions hover- 
ing on the brink of death, He must sacrifice 
Himself; and sco, of a truth, if He saves 
others, himself He cannot save. 

The first lesson is that the death of Christ 
was necessary. He could not save others 
and save himself. Why the death of Christ 
was necessary to the life of the world I can- 
not comprehend, any more than I can com- 
prehend the relation that exists between 
the mind and the body or how it isthe heart 
is kept in motion. There are those who can 
explain the matter; but such only expose 
their ignorance and _ their folly. The fact— 
I believe the explanation of the fact to- 
gether with the explanation of a thousand 
others—I await until a day of whiter light 
and larger knowledge. 

Another thing we learn is that the atone-

universal law that life comes only through 
death. Had Christ saved His own life He 
could not have given life to others. 1 do 
not understand how it is that the death of 
Christ secures life to men. The Bible does 
not attempt to explain it. It simply states 
that the death of Christ saves the world, 
because it is the highest illustration of that 
law which makes it necessary for life. Why 
there should exist in this world a 
law that makes life conditioned upon 
death I do not understand; but 
the fact that it exists I can not deny. 1 
know that the grain of wheat must fall into 
the ground and die that a more abundant 
harvest may a The grass must rot 
and enrich the plain for a future yield. The 
higher forms of animal life feed and fatten 
upon the lower forms‘of life. Every meal 
we eat attests the fact that we f upon 
death—that vegetable or animal gives up its 
life to ours. And too all that we enjoy 
comes to us according to the same law. We 
are educated in schools, reared by the toil of 
others. Our liberties, social, civil and relig- 
ious, are ours because others have toiled 
and bled and died. We come into this 
world and are reared by those who consume 
themselves in our behalf. The present 
evermore feeds upon the life of the past. 
Now, dear friends, the atonement of 
Christ comes under this universal law that 
life is conditioned on death. Christ did not 
create this law. It has existed in this 
world from the beginning of time. But 
men did not recognize it and were acting 
on different principles. He found the Jews 
selfish and exclusive, and menin general 
with little comprehension of the meaning of 
self denial. Men by nature are selfish, seek- 
ing their own and not the things of others. 
But it was the mission of Jesus Christ to in- 
troduce self denial as a working — of 
human conduct to condemn selfishness, to 
rescue from obscurity the great law of God, 
that of a man saves others himself he can- 
not save. The lesson of Calvary and its 
cross means unselfishness, self  sacri- 
fice, the giving up of life that 
others may  live—that a man who 
would save others cannot spare himself. 
Selfishness says, ‘‘Hate your enemies and 
reward your friends; an eye for an eye and 
a tooth for a tooth,” but the great teacher 
of self denial says: ‘Love your enemies, 
bless them that curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray. for them 
that use you that you be 
the children of your Father who is in 
heaven.”’ Now this isa hard thing to do.

Under Way in New Mexico. 

ALBUQUERQUE, Aug. 14.—[Special.} In 
conversation with Pedro A. Simpson, gen- 
eral manager and superintendent of the 
Rio Grand Irrigation and Colonization 
Company, who isin the city, learned that 
the company have completed arrangements 


irrigating ditch on the west side of the Rio 
Grande. The ditch will be taken from the 
river at or near the San Felipe Indian vil- 
lage thirty miles above here, and will run 
down the valley and along the foothills toa 
point near San Antonio, about eighty miles 
below this city, where the water will again 
be turned into the Rio Grande. The survey 
shows that this ditch when completed will 
irrigate 1,000,000 acres of rich valley land 
all of which can be placed under a high 
stite of cultivation as soon as the water is 
obtained. The company has secured large 
concessions of lands along the line. The 
estimated cost of the work, including a num- 
ber of reservoirs along the line, will be 
about $1,000,000. When built it will be a

THE FOLSOM INQUIRY. 


Report of the Prison Directors—The 
Charges of Cruelty Not Cred- 
ited—Solitary Confine- 
ment Approved. 


By Telegraph to The Times. P 

- Fousom, Aug. 14.—[By the ‘Aseociated 
Press.| Inthe matter of the inquiry into 
selitary confinement and punishment at the 
Folsom State -Prison, the State Board of 
Prison Directors having heard the testimony 
of all prisoners having statements to make 
and the sworn testimony of officers, and 
having considered the replies received from 
the wardens of various prisons in the 
United States, agreed this morning after an 
all night’s session on certain conclusions. 
which are here appended in brief: = 
“First—The only punishment now in 


solitary confinement. 
‘“‘Second—Solitary punishment as prac 
ticed at Fulsom is as follows: Every cell 
in the prison is of the same size, and simi- 
lar in construction. ‘There are no dungeons 
on the south side of the prison. There are 
forty cells. Twelve of these are those in 
which prisoners in solitary confinement are 
panseos These cells are clean and well 
ighted and ventilated. 
“Third—Prisoners in solitary confine- 
ment receive the same food and clothing 
of the lower grade of prisoners as other 
prisoners, which is ample in quantity. 
“Fourth—Twelve prisoners are now in 
solitary confinement. 
“Fifth—All of these prisoners have made 
attempts to kill, attempts to escape, or have 
been guilty of flagrant breaches of the 
rules of the prison, and should receive. se- 
vere punishment therefor. 
‘“‘Sixth—The matter of punishment is one 
that must be left toa great extent with the 
officers of the prison. 
“Seventh—We believe that for incorrigible 
prisoners a seperate iustitutioa should be 
provided. 
“Eighth—We find that the warden and 
‘other officers have not been cruel or in- 
human in their treatment of prisoners.”’ 
Director Filcher submitted a substitute 
to the above findings, but the substitute 
was voted down by the other directors.

‘CROP PROSPECTS. 


Weekly Bulletin of the Signal Office 
-The Recent Rains Too 
Date to Save the 
Corn Crop. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The following is the weath- 
er-crop bulletin of the signal. office for the 
week ending August 13th: Im: California 
the daily average temperature was from 3° 
to 7° below normal. 

The average temperature for the season 
from January Ist to August 13th has been 
generally in excess from the Alleghanies 
westward to the Rocky Mountains. During 
the week the rainfall has been slightly in 
excess in the drouth region, Northern Illi- 
nois, Southern Wisconsin, Southern Mich- 
igan, Eastern Kansas, Nebraska and South- 
ern Minnesota, and this morning general 
rains are reported in the drouth region from 
Missouri and Iowa eastward to Ohio. In 
all other sections the rainfall was less than 
usual, exceptin the eastern portion of the 
cotton region. During the past four weeks 
less than 25 per cent. of the usual rainfall 
has occurred in Southern and Central Illi- 
nois, Western Kentucky, Southern Mis- 
souriand Northern Arkansas, Less than 
50 per cent.jof the usual amount of rainfall 
occurred in the States of the Upper Missis- 
— Valley, and the greater portion of the 
rain reported in this section for the month 
fell during the ‘past week. In Western 
Minnesota, Dakota and Nebraska, and gen- 
erally in the States along the Atlantic 
Coast there has been an excess of rainfall 
during the past month. 

General Remarks.—The drouth previously 
reported in the corn belt in the central val- 
leys has been followed by general rains, 
and the conditions existing this morning — 
indicate that rain will continue in this see- 
tion. But the reports from Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri, Nebraska and Kansas 
state that the rains come too late to cause 
marked improvement in -the already in- 
jured crops. The weather has been gener- 
ally favorable for all crops in States on the 
Atlantic Coast from Georgia, northward to 

England, and reports from Mississippi, 
Arkansas and: Alabama ‘indicate that the 
weather for the week has been favorable 
for the cotton crop, although the crop needs 
more rain in portions of Tennessee and 
Arkansas. 

THE “FARMERS’ REVIEW.” 

CuicaGco, Aug. 14.—The Farmers’ Re- 
view says: ‘Copious rains fell quite gener- 
ally throughout the West last week, 
the parched pastures 
invigorating more or less all growing crops. 
The rains unfortunately come too late to 
benefit the corn crop, and had no effect for

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“JUST MISSED IT. 


‘TARE BRILLIANT WORK OF AN 
AMERIOAN FORGER. 


, Robbing the Bank of England of 


Half a Million Dollare—A Gigantic 
Scheme That Was Spoiled by a 
Little Mistake—Released at Last. 


The release of George Bidwell from 
an English jail is another incident in a 
wonderful romance’ of crime, says the 
Philadelphia Bulletin. In 1872 he was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life for

Bidwell’s release will remind readers 
of the great forgeries 
against the Bank of England fifteen 
years ago. In the spring of 1872 three 
‘Americans—George Bidwell, his broth- 
er Austin Bidwell, and George Mac- 
lonnell—arrived in London for the pur- 
pose of engaging in some scheme of 
‘raud. but of what precise nature the 
aad not yet determined. Macdonnell 


-.yad already served some time in the 


New Jersey Penitentiary, whence he 
aad been pardoned through the influ- 
-ence of powerful relatives. All were 
young, Austin Bidwell 
ind Macdonnell being not yet 30, and 
axeorge Bidwell 33 years of age. They 
vere well educated, each speaking sey- 
‘ral agua of good appearance and 
.vddress, and they had between $35,000 
ind $40,000 in cash. They took lodg- 
ngs in one of the London suburbs un- 
ler assumed names. 
LAYING THE WIRES. 

Their first object was to obtain some 
standing 1n one of the branch banks of 
che Bank of England, and this they 
sinally succeeded in doing through a 
tailor wich whom they had dealt liber- 
ally, and who introduced Austin Bid- 
well, who went by the name of 
Frederick Albert Warren, to the man- 
ager of the Western Branch of the 
Bank of England. This was in April, 
i872. Large sums were Pinal rom 
time to time and drawn out in a 
regular way, during which they 
studied and became familiar with the 
course of business in London. The 
vonfederates now had a deposit ac- 
count, and a signature which the bank 
— treat with a certain amount of 

ct. This was the thin edge of the 
“ ge, but much was to be done be- 
tore they could drive it home. In the 
course of their dealings in stocks and 
yonds during the summer and fall 
chey discovered that in presenting an 
accepted bill of exchange to be dis- 
counted at a bank, the bill was not sent 
:@ the acceptor to be O.K’d., as is the 
universal custom in America. The 
vank there simply waits until the bill 
is due and then presents it for pay- 
ment. Here, then, was an opening, 
.and they proceeded to put in operation 
their scheme of fraud. During the 
months of September and October they 
gassed some time in the large cities on 
the continent, particularly at Amster- 
lam, to make themselves thoroughly 
vequainted with the standing of the 
various commercial houses. This done, 
chey were now ready for operations. 

As the first move, Austin Bidwell 
called at the bank and gave the man- 
iger some Portuguese st to sell for 
iim, amounting to several thousand 
sounds, and informed him that he was 
bout to introduce an improved rail- 
way brake, and to establish a manu- 
factory at Birmingham for Pullman’s 
sleeping cars, which were to provea 
wonderful success. He also said he 
would have occasion, probably, to have 
vills discounted from time to time. His 
manners impressed the manager bi 
favorably. The confederates next 
cured, by purchase. genuine bills o snd 
change on various large houses, among 
others, one for £4500 drawn by the 
Rothchilds on their London house. 
These bills had various dates, and ran 
for three months. They served two 
purposes. They were paid into War- 
ven’s account at the bank, and they 
were models for the intended forgeries. 
These bills were discounted along 
through the months of December, 1872, 
and January, 1873, by Austin Bidwell, 
under the name of F. A. W arren, but 
the bank’s confidence was not com- 
pletely gained until the 17thof January, 
when ‘Mr. A. Warren”’’ called, 
threw down the Rothschilds’ bill with 
somewhat of a flourish, and said to the 
manager: ‘There, I suppose that is 
rood enough for you.’ This was his 
crump card, and the game now was in 
the hands of the confedrates. The con- 
idence of the bank had been completely 
wained, and afew days afterward the 
iorgers commenced business. 

Ww ORKING THE BANK. 


“Mr. Warren” now informed the 
manager that his business was so ra 
idly increasing in Birmigham that his 

-ime would be fully occupied there; 
shat henceforth he would be obliged to 
-emit him bills for discount through the 
ost. This plan being agreed upon, 

Austin Bidwell disappears rom 
<ngland, and retires to Cuba, Mean- 
Lime he had married an English lady 
of good family, who accompanied him. 

He had established a bank account and 
-vrespectable business signature, and 
nad secured the confidence of the bank. 

‘The remaining operations were to be 
arried on by his partners. When the 
«xplosion should come he was to be 
‘ong enough out of the country and far 
enough away todefy detection. 

To enable the others to escape, also, 
fourth person, Edwin Noyes Hills, 
was summoned by cable from New 
York to join George Bidwell and 7 
donnell in London. As he, too, 
would obviously be implicated in the 
crime as soon as it became known, he 
took the precautinn of advertising for a 
vlace as clerk under the name of Ed- 
win Noyes, making some ostentatious 
‘lisplay of his action in the matter, so 
that it would appear that he was only 

im innocent employ¢. Macdonnell, 

ander the name of Charles J. Horton, 

duly employed him. The confederates 
iad also secured an account at the 
ontinental Bank, of London, under 
the name of C. J. Horton, and it be- 
came Noves’s duty to de osit the pro- 
weeds obtained from drafts or bills dis- 
«ounted at the weste neh of the 
Bank of England, to Continental 
Bank, or get them changed into gold 
sat the Bank of England. Bank of 
England notes can be readily traced by 
their numbers, so the first thing the 
confederates did when receiving such 
notes was to have them exchanged at

Supposing 
this was @ mere accident, they were 
not sent to the acceptor’s Office the 
bank to have the slight error rectified. 
The forgery was at once discovered, 
and the whole scheme _ collapsed. 
Every bill which *‘Mr. F. A. Warren’”’ 
had sent after the 17th of January was, 
with one er tion, forged, and that 
one had been fraudulently altered from 
£25 to £2500. And upon this mass of 
worthless paper the k of England 
advanced over £100,000. 
THE BANK’S VENGEANCE. 

At once the whole power of the Eng- | * 
lish detective system was put in oper- 
ation and the convicts traced. Noyes 
was the first arrested, not being able to 
get out of London before the detectives 
found him. George Bidwell was ar- 
rested in Edinburgh, Macdonnell was 
arrested in New York,'and Austin 
Bidwell was traced to Cuba and ar- 
rested in Havana, whence he was 
taken back to London. All four were 
placed on trial in the Central Criminal 
Court, before Judge Archbold. The 
trial lasted a week and, although the 
forgers had covered their tracks with 
consummate skill, the whole crime was 
completely proved. The jury found 
them guilty after an absence of scarce 
half an hour. Strong pleas had been 
made for Austin Bidwell and Noyes 
for leniency. The Judge at once passed 
sentence. He said he was unable to 
conceive a worse case than had been 
made against all the He, 
therefore. felt it. to be his duty to order 
each of them to be kept in penal servi- 
tude for life, and that they should pay 
one-fourth the expenses of the prose- 
cution. As the_words came ‘solemnly 
from the Judge’s lips a low, indescrib- 
able murmur ran through the court- 
room. It was not astonishment, not 
protest, not approval, but rather an 
expression of pervading awe. The four 
men literally shrank as they heard it. 
Then, strongly guarded, they were con- 
veyed to their living tomb. The bank 
succeeded in recovering nearly all the 
money. A year ago Macdonnell died 
in the Pentonville prison.
